Lorulili/  :  A  cun>idir;il)le  jiail  oi  llic  aclinu  takes  place  at 
Stancy  Castle  and  the  neis^lilxmriuL;  Iuau  of  .Maikton,  Imt  in 
several  chapters  LuihIuh  and  pait.-  nf  ihr  (  uiitmciit  aro  the  .scene. 
Period  :  Victorian, 
(k'orge  Somerset,  the  s<iii  of  a  di>tin'4ui>hi  d  It. A.,  was  aliout  tn 
commence  practice  as  an  areliitect  and  was  in.ii^inL;  a  sivi>tciiing  tour 
prior  to  .settling  douii  to  wnvk.  He  came  to  Stancy  Castle  and  re- 
i|ue»ted  ]K'rmi>siiin  to  iii-prrt  it.  Thi>  eastli'  was  the  property  of 
Paida  T'ower.  who  had  iiiliriitrd  it  Ironi  hiT  lather,  a  famous  railway 
contractor.  SI  ■  met  Somerset  on  (uif  of  his  visits  t()  the  castle  and 
they  Ijccanic  friends.  I'aula  conNiilicd  him  ahont  restorations  to  tLe 
castle,  and  at  his  suggesti(»i;  .-he  agreed  to  make  the  design  com- 
petiti-  •"  Somerset  and  .Mi',  llavill,  a  h)cal  architect,  were  the  t«o 
ii>m]K',....^rs.  Somerset  <'iigai'ed  a  .Mnuig  man  "amed  William  Dare, 
who  had  recently  settled  in  Marklon,  to  come  and  assist  him  in  takii';; 
measurements,  etc..  hut  finding  hnn  lazy  and  incompetent  he  dis- 
charged him.  Dare  was  realiy  tlie  son  of  Cajitain  l)e  Stancy,  whose 
father.  Sir  William,  ^as  the  representative  of  the  family  which  once 
owned  the  castle.  It  was  iJaic's  ohject  to  marr>-  his  father— who 
was  a  captain  in  th(^  artillery — to  Paula  Power.  De  Stancy's  hattcry 
eame  ti)  ^larUton  Parraeks,  and  the  ca])tain  was  soon  introdiicid  to 
Paula  hy  his  sister  Charlotte,  who  resichil  with  her  as  a  friend  and 
comjiaiiion.

1  :itid  it  to  Somerset  personally.  Jle  found  [)are  waiting;  for  liini.  and 
I;  I  till  ally  refused  to  (.'ive  him  t  he  mone\'.  'I'liis  he  ictiiined  to  I'aiila. 
aying  that  lie  had  not  seen  Somerset — which  was  true.  Paula  and 
licr  party  now  went  on  to  'lermany,  whitlic'r  Somerstt  folUiwcd  them 
hare  meanwhile  continued  his  ■"  sy.-tem  '"  with  money  ohtained  from 
ills  father,  and  soon  ap]K'ared  on  the  scene  with  a  large  sum  which 
ho  had  won.  He  followed  u])  his  attaek  on  Somerset's  character  oy 
Contriving  that  Paula  should  see  somi'  faked  iihotoi^'iajihs  represent- 
ing Somerset  drunk.  1'his  additional  m  idence  etlectcd  his  ]iui]ui>e. 
Somerset  was  at  a  loss  to  understand  Paula's  changed  tnwtment  of 
luni  and  ultimately  returned  to  England  alone.  He  i(  signed  his 
coiuinission  at  the  castle  and  went  to  Normandy  for  a  holiday.  During 
the  tour  (\iptain  De  JStaney  received  the  news  of  liis  father's  death 
and  had  to  return  to  iMigland,  iuit  befor(>  leaving  lie  made  a  tinal 
ap]ical  to  Paula  to  marry  him,  and  thi-  time  he  was  accepted.

Ste])hen  Fitzniaurice  Smith,  the  son  of  John  Smith,  Lord  LuxpI- 
lian's  mastiT-mason  at  I'anlclstow.  was  articled  to  .Mi',  lleuhy.  a 
London  architect.  -Mr.  Hcwhy  was  re(|uested  to  make  plans  for  tlif 
restoration  of  the  church  at  West  Endelstow  and  sent  Stephen  down 
to  take  the  necessary  j)articulars.  ()\\in<»  to  the  lack  of  a  convenient 
hotel,  he  was  invited  to  stay  with  the  rector,  the  Kev.  Mr.  Swan- 
court,  who  was  related  hy  marriage  to  Lord  Lu.\cllian.  Stejthen  did 
not  mention  liis  pan-ntage,  and  Mr.  Swancourt.  who  was  very  stnick 
uitli  him.  surmised  that  he  must  lie  related  to  the  Stephen  Fitzmaurioc 
Smiths  of  Caxhury,  where  it  so  happened  that  Stephen'.s  grandfather 
had  heen  a  gardener.

They  succeeded  in  learning  liiat  someone  of  that  name  was  living  in 
Ca.sterl)ridge  and  resolvinl  to  jiursue  their  inquiries  there.  On  their 
arrival  they  found  the  nuvn  they  were  seeking,  llenehard  liad  risen 
to  allhunce  as  a  hay  and  corn  dealer  and  was  the  Mayor  of  the  town. 
At  the  moment  of  their  arrival  he  was  entertaining  a  party  of  the 
leading  citizens  at  tlie  King's  Arms.  Mrs.  Ileiu'hard  sought  him  out 
and  was  kindly  received.  .She  explained  that  the  .sailor  to  wlioni  he 
had  sold  her  was  dead  and  she  had  returned  to  her  husband  on 
account  of  the  daughter,  llenehard  provided  them  with  a  cottage 
until  he  could  (ind  .sonu-  excuse  for  them  to  rejoin  him  w  ithout  scandal. 
He  was  really  in  some  diflieulty,  as  he  had  sujiposed  his  wife  to  be 
dead  and  had  arranged  to  marry  a  young  lady,  Lucetta,  whose  ac- 
quaintance he  had  made  in  Jersey.  This  arrangement  he  was  oiiliged 
to  cancel,  and  be  gave  Lucetta  his  true  reason  for  doing  so.  .She  in 
the  meantime  had  Ik-cu  left  a  fortun<'  by  her  aunt.  Mrs.  Temi>lemnn. 
the  widow  of  a  Hath  banker.  .She  took  her  aunt's  name  and  came 
to  live  at  High  Place  Hail,  in  Casterliridge. 

On  the  same  evening  that  Mrs.  Heneiuird  cnme  to  Cnsterhridgp  a 
young  Scotehnum.  nameil  Donald  Farfrae,  was  passing  through  the 
town  on  liis  way  to  Hrisloi.  He  was  in  the  same  line  of  i)usiness  as 
Henchard,  and  hearing  that  the  latter  was  in  diflieulty  over  some 
inferior  whiat,  be  ttild  him  bow  it  could  be  restored  to  its  proper  con- 
dition. Henchard  was  pleased  with  i-'arfrae,  and  being  in  want  of  a 
manager,  prevailed  on  him  to  take  the  position.    The  following  day

Lore  to  visit  her  and  so  made  the  ac(iuaintanc.-  of  Lucetta,  and  they 
fell  in  love  with  each  other. 

Farfrae  had  conducted  hi.s  busin..ss  without  reference  to    U-nchard 
and  as  far  as  possible  avoided  competmg  NMth  bun,  but  Hen.luud 
on  his  part  was  very  bitter  and  did  all  he  coul.l  to  n.jure  harfrac. 
„,  |,ad  engaged  th.  n,an  Jopp  ,n  Farfrae's  place,  but  refused  to  bo 
.ni.h'd  bv  luH  adv.ce.  and  his  judgment  was  so  bia.sscd  by  his  hatred 
„f  Farf.ae  that  he  spccnlily  invohed  lumsc-f  in  disaster  and  became 
bankrupt.     Farfrae  purchased  most  of  his  effects  and  removid  ins 
husiness  to  Henehard-s  old  rremises.     Henchard  took  service  with 
him  as  a  hay  trusser.    Farfrae  w  as  now  married  to  Lucetta.    Hene  lan 
cd  with  Jopp,  and  Elizabetli   Jane  was  in   lodgings.     M.e  l.v.ci 
partly  on  an  annuity  which  Hen.hard  had  bought  for  her  and  part  y 
bv  niaking  nets.    On  :.ne  occasion  Henchard  quarrelled  violently  with 
Farfrae  and  attempted  to  kill  him,  but  he  ua.  .till  allowed  to  remain 
in  his  service.    After  her  marriag,.  vs  ith  Karfiae,  Lucetta  was  anxious 
to  get  possession  of  the  hitters  N.huh  .she  had  written  to  Henchard, 
and  he  gave  them  to  Jopp  to  return  to  i  .r.     Jopp  uiiMTupuiousiy 
opened  the  packet  to  see  what  it  contained,  and  so  became  acquamtea 
«ith  the  relati.ms  which  had  existe.l  betw.-en  them.    JopF>  «as  a  l.e^ 
,,u,.nter  of  a  h.w  inn  ealle.i  the  l-eter's  Finger,  where  the  Mum  o 
Casterbridgo  were  in  the  IihImI  of  meeting.    T<.  some  of  these  be  toi.l 
Lucetla'.s  story,  ami  in  onl-r  th.nt  h,-  might  revenge  Inm.-elf  on  l-.u>'ae 
they  arrangetl  a  Skimmumtoi,    Ki.le.   which   was  duly  earnr.i   out. 
Lucetta  saw  that  il„.  lea.bnu  liLinie  was  , .tended  for  herself,  .m.l  the 
shock  of  the  pubiir  n.\  elation  of  her  s-  net   Uilh.l  her.     Hcnchaul  at 
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111! :  timo  was  rairvinir  on  a  small  Imsiiioss  as  a  s('<'(lstiinii  wliiili  h.ti 
lit'cn  |)iniliasi'(lf<)rliim  liy  Favfiac  j  nd  ollit  r  okl  fjicmls.  aiul  llli/.abelli 
Jane  uas  livitit;  with  liitii.  lie  uas  very  iiiiuli  (listiirlifd  (Hit-  day  Ijv 
iiu'rtini:  a  stran!.'<'r  \\\\i>  iminiicd  from  hitn  wlicn^  Eli/alirtli  Jaiiy  wa* 
lixinr;.  Ilf  imiiicdiatcly  sri>|u'(t((|  tliil  ilir  sfranj;<'r  inii-~l-  he  her 
father,  and  he  tuld  him  she  was  ileail.  .Newsoii  made  no  ,itlem|it  \.. 
verify  the  stateme  it  and  went  away. 

Farfrae  now  renewed  his  .ittentions  to  IHi/.iiieth  .lane,  and  tliev 
ueic  rni^at'ed  to  he  mairird.  Ilciiehard  felt  e>t  r.iiriied  and  went  awav 
to  work  at  his  old  trade  in  the  eonntry,  wandering  from  place  to 
place.  One  day  hv.  iicoidentally  learned  the  day  when  P'arfrae  and 
Klizaheth  Jane  were  to  l»c  married,  and  he  determined  io  go  to  (Vster- 
hridtje  for  the  occasion.  On  his  way  through  Sliottsford  Forum  lip 
l)onght  a  goldfinch  which  he  intemh'd  as  a  peace  olfering.  On  reacli- 
ing  Castcrhridge  lie  found  the  ».  tiding  over  and  the  festivities  in 
progre-ss.  At  Farfrae's  house  he  was  invited  into  a  room  and  left,  to 
wait.  After  a  lime  he  peeped  tlirou';h  the  door  and  to  his  snrpriM! 
saw  Edward  X  wson  taking  a  pa  t  iii  the  dincc.  Kli/alietli  Jane 
came  forward  and  received  him  f.>ldly.  She  had  discovered  how  he 
had  deceived  her  father  and  could  not  forgive  him.  lirnehard's 
prill.'  ua.s  stung  and  lie  wont  away.  The  indllincli  in  its  caf^,->,  wrajipwi 
up  in  newspaper,  was  left  unnoticed  in  the  room  where  he  had  hern 
wailing.  .Miout  a  month  after  the  wedding  IClizaheth  Jane  di.seovered 
it  dead  in  tlir  liottoni  of  the  cage,  and  found  on  impiiry  that  it  mu.st 
have  Ik'mi  left  l)y  Henchard.  '•  Her  heart  soften.  <l  towards  the  self- 
alienated  man."  She  and  Farfrae  set  about  discovering  Henchard, 
but  it  was  no  ea.sy  task.  At  last  they  lioard  of  him  being  seen  in  tho 
direction  of  Melchester  and  drove  out  to  make  inquiries.  They  suc- 
ceeded in  tracing  him  across  Fgdim  Ifeath  and  lost  the  trail  again. 
Ah  they  were  about  to  return  they  chanced  on  one  of  their  old  work- 
men, Al»el  Whittle,  and  learned  from  him  that  he  hnd  accompanied 
Henchard  from  ('asterbridg(>  and  attended  ti)  his  wants.  He  had 
died  about  half  an  hour  b.f.Me  they  arrived,  and  Kli/.abeth  Jane's 
niis.sion  of  peace  was  futile.

\\\,::i  tiie  farmer  woke  up  he  put  on  tiie  olotlies  which  Ceorge  had 
Irft  and  went  away  on  the  old  horse  which  had  been  left  in  place  ot 
iiis  ou„.  Crookhill  hud  gone  ahead  towards  Ca-terbi  idge,  and  the 
farmer  followed.  About  two  miles  away  he  found  Crookiiill  in  charge 
of  two  loiistables  who  had  arrested  him  as  a  ie-ertei.  It  appeared 
finiii  their  talo  that  the  deserter  had  met  a  young  farmer  and  induced 
iiiiii  t,,  try  on  his  uniform.  As  Hoon  as  they  had  changed  clothes  the 
ih-citer  rod  ■  away  \>itli  the  farmer's  li(>rse  and  money.  Afterwards 
he  met  Crookhill,  who,  for  purposes  of  his  own,  had  also  exchanged 
clothes.  Crookhill  explained  to  the  othcers  that  the  new  arrival  was 
the  man  they  wanted,  'u'.t  his  .statement  was  received  with  incredulity 
and  the  man  rode  away.  It  was  (Uily  when  the  escort  arrived  that 
tlie  enn<labl..s  b.iind  that  he  had  really  told  the  truth.  Crookhill 
was  tried  for  stealing  the  horse,  but  under  the  circumstances  •■ins 
sentence  was  comparatn cly  light."
